Light Craft Had Taken 
Off From Weiss Air- 
sort—Engine Appar- 
ently Failed.

' Two men were killed yester- | 


day in the crash of a light 
plane southeast of Fenton fol- 
lowing’ a takeoff from Weiss 
Airport in St. Louis county, 
where both men were em- 
ployed as mechanics. 

The victims were Hichard D. 
Harness, 30 years old, the 
pilot, and Robert A. Puccetti, 
27, passenger In the two-place 
Tavlorcraft plane belonging to 
a friend of the pair. 

The crash occurred at 
a.m., a few minutes after the 
plane left Weiss Airport, at 
U.S. Highway 66 and Rudder 
road. Joseph E. Niere Jr., who 
lives on Corisande Beach road, 
reported that the plane was at 
an altitude of about 300 feet 
when he heard the engine 
sputter. He said the engine 
caught again, then died, and 
the plane dived into a level 
field in the Meramec Bottoms, 
about one-half mile from 
Niere’s home. 

On striking the ground the 
engine was pushed into the 
cockpit, pinning the victims. 
Both wings broke off, and the 
fuselage flipped over on its 
back. There was no fire. The 
crash scene was three miles 
southeast of Fenton, in Jef- 
ferson county 

Harness and Puccetti were 
dead when removed from the 
wreck and the bodies were 
taken.to an undertaking estab- 
lishmefit at Imperial pending 
an inquest. Civil Aeronautics 
inspectors began an investiga- 
tion.

(In Singapore, the Dutch con- 
sulate said the Captain Cook 
would pick up about 800 Dutch- 
men.) 

Many Dutch still were uncer- 
tain about their status in the 
island republic which their 
government ruled until nine 
years ‘ago. In ordering the 
Dutch out, the Indonesian gov- 
ernment specified that it espe- 
cially wanted technicians and 
other vitally needed: workers to 
| remain. 

The portion of the 46,000 
Dutch nationals who want to 
leave Indonesia seems to be 
growing rapidly. The Dutch 
diplomatic mission says many 
requests for: visas are being 
received from technicians and 
workers.

“These are some of the prob- 
lems that confront us.

They believed his diffi- 
culty was a failure not so much 
to enunciate words as to choose 
the word he wanted to use. In 
private conversation, the Presi- 
dent is said to have even 
greater difficulty in this con- 
nection although those close to 
him say it does not bother him 
and when he gropes for the 
right word he often laughs at 
his own difficulty. The 20 or 
more speech lapses are cer- 
tain to touch off a controversy 
as to whether there are notice- 
able traces of the aphasia re- 
ported immediately after his 
light stroke. 


Dulles Thesis Evident. 


The President suggested that 
the despotism of the Soviet sys- 
tem would eventually bring 
about decline and decay. This 
is the familiar Dulles thesis 
that the Soviet Union is bound 
to collapse and that therefore 
10 concessions 
are necessary. But the Presi- 
dent added that this was no 
reason for complacency.

They drove around aimlessly, 
demanding to know directions 
to “a small hydroelectric plant” 
which they said was in the vi- 
cinity.

Giofre 
and Cagnola both insisted they 
knew of no such place. 

The two men in the other 
car trailed the police car as it 
was driven north of Collins- 
ville.

HE USED TRICK T0 


TAS DELEGATE 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (UP) 
—A witness admitted under | 
cross-examination today that | 
he tricked the Teamsters cre- 


dentials committee into seat- | 
ing him as a delegate to the | 


union’s 1957 convention so he 
could vote against James R. 
Hoffa as president. 

The witness, Chester E. 


Decker of Sussex, N. J., pres- | 
ident of Local 770, said he had | 


assured the credentials com- 
mittee that members of his 
local had approved him as a 


delegate, although they actu- 


ally had not. 


He said he didn't remember | 


whether he was trying to de- 
ceive the committee. 

Decker said the credentials 
committee ‘‘assumed’” from 


what he said that he had been | 
approved as a delegate by his 


local. Actually, he said, he 
meant by “approval” that he 
had talked aboyt his appoint- 
ment as a delegate with about 
35 of the 1000 members of his 
local and never heard any pro- 
test against his attendance at 
the convention. 
Called by Plaintiffs. 


Decker testified at the fed- | 
eral court trial in which 13. 


rank-and-file union members 
are seeking to prevent Hoffa 
from taking office. He was 


called as a witness in support | 
of their charge that the elec- | 


tion was rigged. 


However, under cross-exami- | 


nation by defense attorney Ed- 
ward Bennett Williams, Decker 
told of the subterfuge he used 
to get seated by the credentials 
committee so he, could vote 


against Hoffa. Decker had been | 


appointed as a delegate by 


Thomas L. Hickey, vice presi- | 
dent of the international union | 


and a trustee for Decker’s lo- 
cal. However, such appoint- 
ments under the Teamsters’ 
constitution must be. ratified 
by the-local membership. 
Two other witnesses told of 
their unsuccessful efforts in 
Local 469, Perth Amboy, N.J., 


, to elect delegates to the con- 


vention. 
Proposed Election. 

James J. Sanyi and Nelton 
Zuppa, truck drivers, said they 
proposed at the local’s May 
membership meeting that an 
election be held, since that 
would be the last membership 
meeting before the Miami 
Beach convention in Septem- 
ber. 

But they said the local presi- 
dent, Thomas Kelly, replied 
that the executive committee 
was authorized to appoint dele- 
gates without an election. They 
said that Kelly's “stooges” 
quickly moved to adjourn the 
meeting and they never got a 
vote on their motion for elec- 
tion. 

They testified that they pro- 


tested to Teamsters headquart- | 


ers in Washington.and were 
told to take the matter up with 
the office of the union’s east- 
ern conference. The conference, 


they said, referred them to | 


Joint Council 73, headquarters 
at Newark, N.J. 

The council president “was 
always out” when we tele- 
phoned him, Sanyi said, “and 
when we left word for him to 
call, it never happened.” 

Meany to Be Called. 

Attorneys for the 13 “rebel” 


teamsters said they plaffto call | 
AFL-CIO President George | 


Meany aS an “expert witness.” 

Meany may testify later this 
week, they said. 

The rank-and-file teamsters’ 
attorneys said they had 
changed their minds about sub- 
penaing Hoffa and lame-duck 
Teamster President Dave Beck. 
They said defense attorneys 
will “have to call” Beck and 
Hoffa and they do not want to 
lose any legal right to cross- 
examine the two Teamster 
leaders. 

Today opened the third week 
of testimony. One of the rebels’ 
attorneys, Godfrey Schmidt, 
said there is “a chance” he 
and his colleagues will com- 

‘ pete their initial prima*® facie 
evidence by the end of the 
week. 

Schmidt said he wants

Meany would be questioned, 
Schmidt said, on what could be 
expected if the present split 
continues between the AFL- 
CIO and the Teamsters. 

Schmidt said he hopes to 
show Federal Judge F. Dickin- 
son Letts, presiding in the non- 
jury case, that Hoffa was “17 
votes shy” of controlling a 
majority of the 1660-delegate.

Plan Not Yet Presented. 

As Adenauer and Gerhard- ’ 
sen spoke, Mr. Eisenhower had 
not yet formally presented to 
the summit meeting an Ameri- 
can offer to supply missiles and 
stockpile nuclear weapons in 
western Europe. The proposal 
had already, been informally 
circulated, however. 

In his opening policy state- 
ment, Adenauer advocated a 
NATO study of the possibility 
of economic moves to penetrate 
the Soviet satellite countries 
“to overcome the partition of 
Europe.” NATO, he said, could 
also act to tighten economic 
ties between the free world and 
Middle Eastern nations. 

He insisted, too, on a need 
for “common basic policies” to 
be worked out in consultation 
among the alliance members to 
the United States “as the lead- 
ing power” could act quickly 
and with NATO support in any 
future crisis. 

Adenauer’s statement that 
the alliance powers must be 
equipped with advanced weap- 
ons went further than earlier 
German declarations. Some of 
these statements have indicat- 
ed the Bonn republic might 
balk at American ideas to 
shore up Europe’s leaky de- 
fense system with atomic- 
carrying missiles. At no point, 
however, did Adenauer direct- 
ly accept atomic weapons for 
the new German armed forces. 

Organization Problems, 

Adenauer warned _ that 
equipping allied forces with 
weapons equal to those in the 
Soviet arsenal “would require 
a better consolidation and an 
organizational improvement of 
our resources.” 

He said his government has 
submitted “relevant proposals” 
to the summit conference for 
such improvement. | 

Members of the West Ger- 
man delegation here have in- 
dicated the Bonn government 
might eventually accept the 
building of atomic missile 
bases in West Germany pro- 
vided they were manned by 
American NATO troops and 
not under the control of the 
Germans 
Points Made by Chancellor. 

The chancellor made these 
further points: 

l: The alliance needs more 
than ever a common. policy on 
decisive questions “if it does 
not wish always to lag behind 
Soviet initiatives. ... We 
must more than in the past 
work out common aims on a 
voluntary and equal Dasis. 

“I have primarily in mind 
political consultation. At atime 
when we must daily expect sud- 
den political initiatives in the 
Moscow bloc, I consider it in- 
dispensable that we agree in 
time on certain common basic 
policies which lead to concrete 
action programs for the solu- 
tion of the problems existing 
in the various regions of the 
world. I am primarily thinking 
of eastern Europe, the Middle 
East and Africa.” 


2. The problem of German 
unification “represents the pri- 
mary element of tension in our 
world. We should always re- 
mind the Soviets that at the 
first Geneva conference they 
‘undertook to permit free elec- 
tions for the re-establishment 
of a unified Germany. 


3. To promote science and 
research, NATO. should not 
seek to pool a large number of 
specialists and technicians for 
certain fields of armament. In- 
stead, it should promote basic 
research and scientific training, 
foster exchanges between the 
various member nations and 
create institutions where schol- 
ars of the free world can conf. | 
pete. 


4. Of Soviet Premier Bul- 
ganin’s latest proposals, “I 
would see no objection to at- 
tempting to inquire through 
diplomatic channels from the 
Soviet government what pre- 
cise conceptions form the basis 
of these proposals.” 

France for Extending Scope. 

French Premier Gaillard 
proposed that the responsibil- 
ities of NATO members 
against Soviet subversion be 
extended around the world, in- 
stead of being limited to Eu- 
rope. 

Gaillard argued that NATO 
was the fundamental alliance 
of the free world. He said it 
had the aim of safeguarding 
all the peoples which have the 
same _ civilization. It is es- 
sential, he continued, that 
NATO react against any Rus- 
Sian subversion, whether in 
the Middle East or Africa. 

Gaillard repeated French 
demands for greater political 
consultation within NATO, and 
warned that the principle of 
equality among members must 
reign when a decision is taken 
on splitting up the tasks of 
member nations.

How to Pay for It? 


A two-billion-dollar increase in defense spend- 
ing next year now seems certain, and by the 
time Congress gets through the increase may be 
greater. Where is the money coming from? 
Broadly, there are three choices. The extra mili- 


| tary spending can be accomplished by shrinking 


the rest of the budget, by resorting to deficit 
spending, or by increasing taxes. ai 

In our opinion the nation ought to make up its 
mind at the outset to reject the first course. 

“SpendingNess on non-essentials” is a begulil- 
ing thought, but it is not the answer to the pres- 
ent problem. When expenditures for defense and 
fixed charges are eliminated from the budget, 
less than 20 per cent of the total remains. That 
is the share available for labor, health, educa- 
tion and welfare services, aid to agriculture, 
commerce and housing, development of natural 
resources, foreign economic aid and other inter- 
national programs. 

It is conceivable that some of these outlays— 
for example, farm subsidies—could be safely 
trimmed. But to squeeze all the extra military 
spending out of one-fifth of the budget would be 
impossible without deeply impairing the pro- 
grams concerned. And that ought to be avoided 
—first, because they contrfbute to the nation’s 
social and economic welfare, and second, be- 
cause to finance defense at their expensé qneans 
in effect loading the extra defense burden on 
the backs of some, rather than all, our citizens. 

We need the extra defense. But it is unfair 
to obtain it at the expense of those who benefit 
from housing and slum clearance expenditures, 
aid to education, resources development, health, 
welfare and other services. The burden should 
be distributed among all the people. 

Instéad of cutting the domestic budget to make 
room for more defense spending, then, our gov- 
ernment should maintain existing services and 
even increase those which ought to be increased, 
such as aid to education. This leaves two meth- 
ods of financing the new military outlays—in- 
creased taxes, or deficit spending. The choice 
should depend, not upon doctrinaire predisposi- 
tions either way, but upon the fiscal and eco- 
nomic outlook as it shapes up next spring. 

If at that time the business recession is con- 
tinuing and likely to continue, increased taxes 
would deepen the decline. In such circumstances 
the better course would be to run a modest defi- 
cit. If on the other hand there are signs that 
the recession is ending, and if the renewal of 
deficit spending would most likely induce re- 
newed inflationary pressures, then the right 
way to finance defense would be by higher taxes. 

We heartily favor economical administration, 
in military and non-military fields alike. Every 
dollar that can be saved in carrying out essen- 
tial programs is a dollar gained. But realists 
will recognize that housekeeping economies of 
this sort are not likely to produce enough to 
finance a two-billion-or-more increase in defense 
outlays. Realists will make up their minds that 
a rise in the defense budget most probably 
means a rise in the total budget. 

How to finance that rise should be decided in 
the light of the fiscal policy called for by the 
state of the @conomy as the new fiscal year ap- 
proaches — a deficit for deflation,. taxes for 
inflation. 
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Not in'the Race 

The Senate testimony of Maj. Gen. John B. 
Medaris was blunt enough to clarify political 
arguments over whether the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s missiles program is inadequate. 

Gen. Medaris made two points to the Senate 
Preparedness subcommittee. The commander of 
the Army’s Redstone Arsenal at Huntsville, Ala., 
said first that Army scientists offered two years 
ago to put up an earth satellite but their offer 
was rejected. 

This is an old story, and the Army has been 
proved right. At least it has been ordered to 
rush ahead with a satellite project since the 
Sputnik invasion of space and our own failures. 
Nevertheless, the\original policy was to prevent 
satellite werk from interfering with the far more 
important development of military missiles. 
Had that policy been faithfully carried out, it 
still would make sense. 

But it is becausé missiles were supposed to be 
more important than satellites that Gen. Me- 
daris’s second assertion assumes graver signifi- 
cance. For he stated that the United States is 
doing very little work on a rocket engine of the 
type that hurled the half-ton Sputnik II inte 
space. He said: 


There is no high-thrust, advanced-type 
rocket engine under development today and 
it should have been started three years ago. 

It should be developed on a crash basis 
but it is coasting along. 


Thus Ameri¢ans have the word of the chief of 
a skilled missile team that the nation is not work- 
ing neatly hard enough on propulsion for an in- 
tercontinental Dallistic missile—that “ultimate 
weapon” which the Russians already claim to 
possess. And whether they possess it in ultimate 
form or not, there is no question that the Rus- 
Sians have developed an ICBM engine and we 
have not, and they are far ahead in a race of 
the most serious military importance. 

It is bad enough to learn just how far ad- 
vanced the Soviet Union is in rocket power. It 
is far worse to learn that even now the United 
States is not working hard to catch up. As Gen. 
Medaris said, “We are not in the race.” The 
question for the President, his defense chiefs 
and assorted missiles czars is certainly: “When 
do we begin?” 
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The anti-missile missile is being referred to in 
some quarters merely as “auntie.” Doubtless on 
the assumption that it can make the missile it 
is directed against say “uncle.”

Point System for Drivers? 

The Automobile Club of Missouri has offered 
a thoughtful suggestion for the special session of 
the Legislature which, Gov. Blair has said, will 
be asked to strengthen the drivers’ license law. 

This suggestion is to establish a “point system” 
as developed in New, Jersey and adopted by 14 
other states. Under .the point system, persons 
convicted of traffic violations afte assessed de- 
merits in accordance with the seriousness of the 
case. Accumulation of a specified number of 
demerits means suspension or revocation of the 
license. 

Present Missouri law tries to spell out offenses 
which lead to license suspension, and in doing 
so the law leads to inconsistencies. Two convic- 
tions of “careless and reckless” driving in a 
state court within a two-year period means auto- 
matic license suspension. Since the “C and R” 
charge covers a multitude of sins, the suspension 
penalty is sometimes too harsh. On the other 
hand, four convictions for moving violations in 
a municipal court also result in suspension. 
Here a conviction for drunken driving carries 
equal weight with sliding through a boulevard 
stop. 

The problem for the Legislature is to give 


. proper valuations to the many types of driving 


offenses, and the simplest way to do it is by 


‘ 


arithmetic. The point system has proved an ef- 
fective way to remove dangerous drivers from 
the highways, and is fairer to all other motorists. 


Mr. Eisenhower at a New Summit 


Few times in history has an American Pres-. 


ident been called on to undertake a more diffi- 
cult diplomatic mission than that which Mr, 
Eisenhower essayed at the opening of the NATO 
conference in Paris. That mission is to re-estab- 
lish United States leadership of the non-Commu- 
nist world and to strengthen the lines within a 
faltering NATO itself after Moscow's successes 
with Sputniks I and II and the rockets which 
launched them. . 

The President took up the mission in his 


- characteristic manner of earnestness and sin- 


cerity and he clearly made headway at the 
outset. Speaking to the summit representatives 
of the 14 other North Atlantic Treaty nations, 
Mr. Eisenhower summed up the situation in a 
few words: The free world holds the margin of 
power over Soviet Russia, but mighty new forces 
are at work and they are casting a pall over 
our world. 

There were both reassurance and accuracy, in 
our opinion, in the President's description of 
these dark forces from behind the Iron Curtain 
as “formidable” but “not irresistible.” Cer- 
tainly the free world has learned @nough in the 
last two months to know that it cannot take the 
future for granted. But at the same time, the 
response to the challenge has been such as to 
indicate that the Western nations are being 
awakened, not panicked. 

When Mr. Eisenhower said that the Allies 
must abandon their belief that freedom must 
inevitably triumph over dictatorship, he spoke 
words for our own Congress and American 
people particularly to mark: 


Heroic efforts will long be needed to 
steer the world toward true peace. This is 
high endeavor. But it is one which the free 
nations of the world can accomplish. 


The President has made his own personal 
contribution by his appearance in Paris. Barely 
three weeks ago he was stricken with a slight 
stroke. Now he has crossed the ocean to deliver 
a 2000-word appeal to unity to the other free 
world leaders. That in itself will have a pro- 
found impact. 
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Moving Closer Toward Metro 

The drive for a metropolitan board of free- 
hoMers has recovered surprisingly well from the 
near-fatal blow it suffered last September. 
County freeholder petitions then were found to 
contain substantially fewer valid signatures than 
necessary. 

Not only is the campaign back on the track. It 
is quite possible that the freetrolders may be ap- 
pointed and at work within a month or two. 
Since the St. Louls area’s metropolitan problems 
refuse to go away—indeed, they tend to get 
worse with time—this is indeed encouraging. 

Following the September fajlure in the coun- 
ty, the City-County Co-Ordinating Committee 
started again from scratch. It now has 9500 
signatures on its freeholder petitions. While 
only 7760 valid signatures are required, the com- 
mittee has learned from bitter experience that 
to be sure of reaching that figure a substantial 
surplus is necessary. Its target is in the neigh- 
borhood of 12,500 names. 

A sufficiency of signatures on the St. Louls 
petitions already has been certified by the Elec- 
tion Board, and the appointing authorities— 
Mayor Tucker and the city’s Circuit Judges— 
have proceeded to the task of naming the nine 
freeholders who would represent the city on the 
19-member board. 

When the county petitions are filed and certi- 
fied as sufficient, the judges of the county Pro- 
bate and Circuit Courts and the members of the 
County Council must appoint nine freeholders 
from that jurisdiction, Gov. Blair then will be 
required to name one member from outstate. 

The freeholders would have a year to produce 
a plan for submission to the people for dealing 
with this area’s problems, The $300,000 Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey, Whose work umdoubted- 
ly will be drawn on extensively by the freehold- 
ers, has urged the creation of a city-county met- 
ropolitan district to tackle seven area-wide prob- 
lems. These include roads, public transporta- 
tion, planning, economic development, sewage 
and drainage, civil defense and property 
assessment. 

As the Metropolitan Survey pointed out, and 
as virtually everyone who has examined the St. 
Louis district’s situation in detail has agreed, 
these problems cannot be adequately solved 
within the existing framework of local govern- 
ment. Some new scheme is necessary, and only 
a city-county board of freeholders has authority 
to propose such a scheme. 

Judging by the success of the petition cam- 
paign in St. Louis, a substantial number of city 
residents understand the need. County residents 
can be equally knowing and effective in this mat- 
ter by signing the freeholder petitions now cir- 
culating in their jurisdiction.

Mixture of hydrogen and boron increases speed and range of 
of aircraft by half; sputniks probably fired mostly by alcohol 
and liquid oxygen; ozone and fluorine may be best combina- 
tion; but nuclear fission and sunlight are possibilities too.

In perhaps a hundred laboratories 
throughout the world scientists are 
seeking exotic fuels to propel rockets 
and space ships. 


The first found is basically a curious 
combination of hydrogen and boron. 
A whole new United States industry 
is being set up to make it. It can in- 
crease the speed and range of jet 
aircraft 50 per cent. 


The rockets that thrust Sputnik into 
its satellite orbit probably got most of 
their energy from 
alcohol and liquid 
oxygen. Only vastly 
more powerful fuels 
cah now bring about 
a major break- 
through in aero- 
nautics, 

Shortly before the 
end of World War 
II, when jet flight 
was still new, a few 
farsighted scientists 
began contemplat- 
ing ideal fuels for 
jets. The obvious 
candidate was pure yx . Ehri 
iedtensh. Krafft A. Ehricke 

A pound of hydrogen burned in air 
gives off 52,000 British thermal units 
—almost twice as much heat as any 
other substance. But even when lique- 
fied, a pound of hydrogen takes up 
10 times as much room as a pound of 
gasoline. A plane would have to carry 
a refrigeration system to keep liquid 
hydrogen at —424 degrees Fahren- 
heit; otherwise it would boil away. 


How Boranes Are Formed 


The next best fuel, theoretically 
was beryllium, with a heat yield of 
29,000 B.T.U.s per pound. But bery!- 
lium is rare and costly and its chemi- 
cal compounds are deadly poisons. . 


After beryllium the theoreticians 
considered boron. With a heat yield 
of 25,500 B.T.U.s per pound, boron is 
40 per cent mortg powerful than hydro- 
carbons, F ermore, boron could 
be combifed chemically with hydro- 
gen to form compounds known as 
boranes. No chemist had ever made 
more than a few ounces at a time,

Thus the field has nar- 
rowed down to hydrogen, the lightest- 
possible fuel, and fluorine and oxygen, 
the lightest-possible oxidizers. 

The best chemical oxidizer is ozone 
-—a form of oxygen that has three 
atoms per molecule, where oxygen it- 
self has only two. 


Hydrogen and ozone, burned under 
a pressure of 500 pounds per square 
inch, should Rave a specific impulse 
of 393. Unfortunately, pure ozone is 
inherently unstable and it is all joo 
likely to explode spontaneously. 


The next-best oxidizer, fluorine 
(specific impulse of 374 with hydro- 
gen), is one of the most corrosive sub- 
stamees known. But the chemical in- 
dustry has learned how to ship and 
use pure fluorine, and most rocket 
men aré confident they can tame it. 


Atomic Rocket: Decade Away 


They may settle for a less energetic, 
but less cantankerous, oxidizer. One is 
oxygen difluoride, which consists of 
oxygen and fluorine. Another and 
possibly better compromise is in effect, 
a combination of ozone and fluorine. 

But for still more power many have 
their eyes on nuclear fission; and a 
few think that the atomic rocket is no 
more than a decade away. 


The principle is simple. A small 
atomic pile would heat hydrogen to a 
temperature of several thousand de- 
grees and expel it through a nozzle. 
A chunk of fissionable uranium would, 
in effect, take the place of the oxi- 
dizer, and because the only gas in the 
exhaust would be hydrogen, the thrust 
of a nuclear rocket would be enor- 
mous. The specific impulse would 
probably be around 900, five times the 
energy produced by hydrogen-ozone 
combustion. Potentially more powerful 
propellants yet are the free radicals— 
unstable fragments of chemical com- 

nds. Small free radicals exist in 

es and in high-speed chemical re- 
actions, Generally they last for only 
millionths of a second before combin- 
ing violently with each other. 


But the upper reaches of the atmo- 
sphere, where matter is sparse, are rel- 
atively rich in free radicals. 

Conceivably,.a ramjet flying a hun- 
dred miles or more above the earth 
could scoop up free radicals for fuel.

Modernization Is Needed 


AND MANAGEMENT, by Marion 
Clawson and Burnell Held. (John Hop- 
kins, 501 pgs., $8.50.) 


This exhaustive and scholarly study 
of federal lands leaves no doubt that 
their administration, parceled out te 
a score of departments and agencies, 
requires modernization. Pointing out 
that 24 per cent of the total land area 
of the United States is still federally 
owned, representing a big business 
operation as well as a complex admin- 
istrative problem, the authors contend 
that changing ‘times call for a re- 
examination of the whole system of 
federal land management. 


Establishment of a federal land 
management corporation “merits con- 
sideration,” they conclude, “since the 
strong points of the government cor- 
poration largely match the shortcom- v 
ings of federal land management by 
the existing bureaus.” The appendix 
includes a digest of principal laws af- 
fecting federal land.management and 
voluminous statistics. 


The study was made by Dr. Marion 
Clawson, in charge of the land use 
and management program of Re- 
sources for the Future, Inc., and Dr. 
Burnell Held, a staff member. The 
organization is a non-profit corpora-

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NIXON SAYSU.S. STILL 
HAS MILITARY LEAD 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 16 (AP) 
—Vice President Nixon said to- 
day the United States has not 
“lost the over-all military ad- 
vantage which we have en-. 
joyed, do enjoy and will con- | 
tinue to enjoy: for some time | 
in the future.” | 

Nixon was the opening! 
speaker at a seminar held by | 
the Air Force Association for 
several hundred Washington 
~\paper men on the suLject 
of missiles and satellites. 

He said the initial reaction | 
t» Russia's Sputnik launchings 
was divited between “great 
pessimism” on one side and 
“the feeling that we ¢ould £0 
along as usual” on the other. 
He said what is needed is “a 
good dose of realism.” 

The question of increased de- 
fense spending has arisen. 
Nixon said, adding that “we 
can spend all we need to spend 
for national defense” but we 
should spend only as national 
defense needs indicate. 

“If we give blank checks. we 
can wind up with rubber 
checks,” he said. 

In speaking of the United 
otates having an over-all] mili- 
tary advantage, Nixon referred 
to weapons now in the hands of 
the military as well as missiles 
earmarked for future delivery. 

He said American military 
scientists are trying to do in a 
few years what Russia has been 
working on for 6 to 10 years. 

Referring to complaints that | 
the United States had Started | 
too late, Nixon said “I don’t im. | 
pute any political motive” in 
this matter.

Illusion No. 2: The Russian

The Russian peace campaign 
well may have originated in re- 
sponse to the war-weary mood 
of the battered Russian masses 
and only secondarily grown 
into an instrument of Soviet 
propaganda abroad. 

With their constant stress on 
peace, the Russian leaders are 
telling the people tt they too 
were as shocked and sobered 
by the cruel years of World 
War II as were the masses who 
bore the casualties. 

That war was Such an ordeal 


softened in the Russian mind.

eSe, Russians accost Ameri-

They tell you 
with so much fervor that you 
know the emotion originates 
within themselves. 

Otherwise the Russian peo- 
ple would have bought the 
anti-American hate campaign 
poured at them so Insistently 
over a period of years. 

Instead they give the im- 
pression that this campaign, 
alien to their own knowledge 
and natural instincts, has made 
no mark whatsoever in their 
subconscious. 

The Communists now have 
built the peace campaign into 
a propaganda weapon of rare 
proportions.

at a truly peace-loving na- 
tion like America emerges as 
the villain while Russia garbs 
itself in the raiment of peace.

Well Informed on U.S. 


Illusion No. 3: The Com- 
munist leaders are ill-informed 
about events in America and 
are told only what their rep- 
resentatives abroad think they 
want to hear. 

This may have been true in 
the days of Stalin, but Kahrush- 
chev is another bowl of borscht, 
During our interview with him, 
it was apparent that he has at 
his fingertips the latest head- 
line information from the 
United States. 

He confronted us with the 
news that the United States 
Air Force now keeps a large 
percentage of its strategic 
bombers in the air at all times, 
a bit of information that had 
appeared only a few days pre- 
viously. 

The Moscow newspapers 
blasted American newspapers 
for a “conspiracy of silence” 
toward an interview Khrush- 
chev had given to an American 
reporter. They were aware 
within a matter of hours that 
United States newspapers 
hadn't given it much space. 

Another _ striking example 
concerns Bulganin. I talked 
with him at a big Kremlin re- 
ception soon after my arrival 
in Moscow, then that night ra- 
dioed a story home. Three days 
later at an embassy reception 
he told me he had read it and 
thought it was a “very good 
story.” 

Veteran Moscow hands say 
this represents something new 
in the Moscow approach. News, 
good and bad, obviously is re- 
layed back to the Kremlin’s 
masters almost immediately 
for their interpretation and 
decision, 

This sharpness about current 
events in America is one more 
indication that the Kremlin’s 
future strategy will be based 
on a shrewd estimate of West- 
ern attitudes and intentions. 

Possession of the Sputniks 
now gives Khrushchev a weap- 
on permitting a wide latitude 
and mobility in Russia's for- 
eign diplomacy. He can al- 
ternate the hard with the soft 
approach, or play them both 
at the same time. 

We are convinced that Rus- 
sia intends no showtlown war 
in the near future, but in the 
exuberamce of the Sputnik era 
we cannot exclude the possi- 
bility of an armed adventure 
somewhere along the periphery 
where the free world stands 
guard against expanding Com- 
munism. 

The temptation will be there 
to probe for a soft spot, to put 
the West to a test of nerves.

Visual Shakespeare 


NEW YORK, Dec. 16 (UP). 

RULE NO. 1 IN TELEVISION is keep things moving. 
Keep that picture stirred or your viewer may desert to 
another channel. 

So, when you're faced with Shakespeare and the 
awful thought that your audience may drop off, why, 
you stir and stir and stir. Yesterday Maurice Evans 
and Co. stirred like crazy in an NBC-TV production of 
“Twelfth Night.” It was a visual romp—a pink and violet 
“Twelfth Night,” a dream Illyria complete with midgets, 
footmen dressed in monkey heads, attendants dressed 
like unicorns, jolly people who hung from trees and a 
Malvolio who spoke in a cockney accent and disappeared 
in a puff of smoke. 

Inevitably in this kind of thing, Shakespeare's strength 
—his verbal magic—is sloughed off. And what is left 
is a kind of sugar-coated, rating-happy Shakespeare; a 
Shakepeare for all those people who have been scared 
off the playwright by their schoolmarms. 

But I suppose TV really has no choice in the matter 
and this sort of marshmallowing is inevitable. And it 
is only fair to say that “Twelfth Night” was mounted 
stunningly—particularly the scene in which Malvolio is 
taunted. One further note of praise—for Dennis King 
(Sir Toby) and Max Adrian (Sir Andrew), both of them 
real pros. 

Yesterday, CBS-TV’s “Seven Lively Arts” presented 
a one-hour film, “Here Is New York,” based on an article 
by E. B. White. It was a well-photographed cliche. 

There is an irritating tendency to romanticize New 
York. And the common attitude among too many writers 
is to approach the city with a half-eye and a smug posture 
and bellow: New York is some pumpkins and ain't you 
sorry your city isn’t? 

Well, of course, that’s nonsense. It’s part of the 
myth of New York, a myth compounded of arrogance, 
self-deception and gush. “Here Is New York,” packed 
the smug attitude and it also packed all of the Baghdad- 
on-the-Hudson stereotypes. Thus: Greenwich Village is 
a place where the young dabble in Bohemian life, the 
Statue of Liberty is the landmark that New Yorkers never 
visit, the poor who live in the tenements that line Mul- 
berry street are a picturesque folk who hold street festivals 
where everybody lives it up eating pizzas and zeppoli.

UNLESS THEY TRANSFER TO AN ACCREDITED SCHOOL.

CHILLICOTHE, Mo., Dec. 16. 
WHEN BELIN MEMORIAL 
University admitted it was 
bankrupt last month, after only 
a year and a half in Chilli- 
cothe, the plight of 17 students 
from foreign countries focysed 
attention on the school. 

The Rev. Clyde Belin, found- 
er and president, filed a volun- 
tary petition in bankruptcy, 
saying he had debts of more 
than $200,000. Then the United 
States Immigration Service 
ruled that the foreign students 
would have to move to accred- 
ited schools or go back to their 
home countries. 

The question naturally arose, 
what had brought these stu- 
dents from such faraway places 
as Greece, Jamaica, Egypt and 
India to attend a school as 
new, unproved and relatively 
obscure as Belin University? 
The answer seemed to lie 
largely in the inviting Belin 
University bulletin. 

The two annual bulletins 
which have been issued, for 
the current school year and for 
last year, are remarkable. Al- 
though enrollment has aver- 
aged only about 200 students, 
and the faculty numbers 42, 
the bulletin is as thick as that 
of a state university. It lists 
a board of trustees of 13 and 
a board of regents with 52 
names, with 17 states repre- 
sented. 

Eleven of the regents are 
from Chillicothe. Four told the 
Post-Dispatch they had never 
agreed to serve as regents. 
Among them was Charles Wat- 
kins, publisher of the local 
newspaper. He said he received 
a request to serve and threw 
it in the wastebasket. But when 
the bulletin appeared, his name 
was listed. 

Murray Windle, contractor 
and civic leader in Chillicothe, 
said he informed Belin per- 
sonally he would not be a re- 
gent. Yet his name appeared, 
When the bulletin for the cur- 
rent school year was being pre- 
pared, Belin asked him again to 
serve. “I told him I would 
not,”” Windle said emphatically. 
But when the bulletin § ap- 
peared, Windle found he had 
been promoted from regent to 
the board of trustees, without 
his knowledge or consent. He 
was also listed as a member of 
the building committee. 

Listed among the trustees, in 
both bulletins, is James G. Mc- 
Kelvey, St. Louis builder and 
contractor, whose firm, Atlas 
Building Co., is at 8520 Olive 
boulevard. 

“I consented to serve for 

a short time,” McKelvey 

told the Post-Dispatch, “sim- 

ply because I was one of the 
biggest St. Louis creditors, 
and I wanted to look after my 
interests. When things got 
into a mess down at Chilli- 
cothe, I wanted to see what 
was happening to the money. 

If my name is in the current 

bulletin, it is without my 

consent.” 


McKelvey said he first knew 
Belin when he was operating 
the college in St. Louis. Belin, 
he related, approached him re- 
garding some construction at 
Belin University, to be done 
when the school moved to Chil- 
licothe. “We designed a number 
of buildings and our architec- 
tural services came to $2000,” 
McKelvey said. “Then we lent 
him $3000 in cash.” 

McKelvey said that when he 
learned of the state of affairs 
at Belin University, he went to 
Chillicothe to investigate. Then 
he called a meeting of the St. 
Louis creditors (whose claims 
total $11,500) and he agreed to 
do what he could to look after 
their interests. 

Among the other trustees 
listed is A. F. Webber of Okla- 
homa City, a radio preacher 
who calls himself “Minister of 
the Air”; and Billy James Har- 
gis of Tulsa, Okla., also a radio 
preacher, who calls himself 
“The Christian Crusader.”

But no law school ever exist- 
ed. The law school, according 
to Herbert Wuersch, the 
school’s former business man- 
ager, who resigned several 
months ago because of dis- 
agreement with Belin over the 
manner in which the school 
was being operated, had one

Enrolled at Belin Memorial U. on Scholarships, 
They Must Transfer to Accredited Institutions 
or Return Home—Most of Them Are Without Funds 


When the next bulletin came 
out, the complete pre law and 
law school curricula were 
there. There was, however, a 
notation in fine print: “We are 
only equipped presently to give 
preparatory courses, but we 
have plans to install complete 
laboratories in this course 
within the next year.” 


Both bulletins offer a full 
course in journalism, with a 
degree. Belin insisted that he 
had a journalism school. But 
after some questioning it de- 
veloped that the journalism 
school consists: of some off- 
set printing equipment, still 
unpaid for, and one journey- 
man printer who, Belin said, 
is teaching “vocational jour- 
nalism.” 


The bulletin lists colleges of 
engineering and agriculture, 
with degrees in each. But in 
the new bulletin they are ac- 
companied by the notation in 


fine print. 
Asked what degrees the 
school actually can confer, 


Belin listed bachelor of arts, 
bachelor of science, master of 
arts and master of science. He 
listed the bachelor of science 
and master of science degrees 
despite the fact the school has 
no courses in chemistry or 
physics. 

Belin filed his petition in 
bankruptcy Nov. 15, but as 
early as September, just after 
school had started, townspeo- 
ple here had become aware 
that all wasn’t as it should be 
at the school. There were ru- 
mors the students were living 
in unheated dormitories and 
not getting enough to eat. This 
report has been denied em- 


. phatically by Belin. 


- 


. Since September, according 
to members of the staff of the 
Chillicothe Constitution - Trib- 
une, families and clubs have 
been seeking tactfully to help 
the students. They invited them 
to civic club meetings and for 
meals and weekends at their 
homes. 


“They never said they 
weren't getting enough to eat,” 
said one citizen, “but they 
would certainly stow it away.” 

George Sieberling, a farmer 
who lives just outside Chilli- 
cothe and is a board member 
of the Methodist church, be- 
longs to an interdenominational 
church group which meets 
once a month to “discuss needs 
of the people in the area.” The 
group’s attention was called to 
the plight of the foreign stu- 
dents and Sieberling arranged 
to have nine come to dinner at 
his house, along with members 
of the church group. They were 
questioned by the _ group. 
Among the questioners was the 
Rev. James Hazen, pastor of 
a federated church (Presby- 
terian, Methodist and Congre- 
gational) at nearby Dawn, Mo, 


“They all told us,” the 
Rev. Mr. Hazen said, “that 
they had been very disap- 
pointed when they came to 
Belin, because it fell far 
short of what they had been 
led to expect. One woman 
student, Mrs. Irene Ansen, 
had come to Belin from In- 
dia. She had been offered 
a scholarship to Oxford Uni- 
versity, but passed it up be- 
cause of Belin’s glowing bul- 
letin. 


“While they wouldn't say 
they didn’t have enough to 
eat,” the minister said, “they 
all agreed they were any- 
thing but happy with their 
meals. I called several Chil- 
licothe members of the board 
of regents about it. They 
all told me they had never 
consented to be members of 
the board.” 


When the Immigration Serv- 
ice sent word the students 
would have to transfer to ac- 
credited schools or go home, 
they were so informed by Be- 
lin. Then they were on their 
own. It was the Rev. Mr. Ha- 
zen and Sieberling who took 
the group, in the minister's 
station wagon and the farmer's 
truck, to Columbia to see if 
they could be enrolled there on 
scholarships. 

Eight of the students found 
they could enter the University 
of Missouri on scholarships, 
but they would have to pro- 
vide their own room and board. 
Two were accepted at Stephens 
College in Columbia, and 
three by Baptist Seminary in 
Kansas City. But all were 
taken on the same basis. 

One of those who made ar- 
rangements to enter Stephens 
was Margarita Tsinanopoulou, 
of Athens, Greece. She had 
come to Belin to get a degree 


in psychology. 
The students, it should be 
explained, are not exchange 


students brought to this coun- 
try under auspices of the State 


program,” 


t. “It was a church 
Belin explained, 


“and contacts were made 
through missionaries and oth- 
ers in foreign countries to 
whom we sent our bulletin and 
other information. 


“We got approval from the 
Attorney General's office in 
Washington to accept the stu- 
dents in the fields of theology, 
religion and education. But it 
was strictly a foreign missions 
deal.” 

He said he worked through 
some Methodists, Southern 
Baptists, Nazarenes, Associated 
Christian churches and other 
churches and ministers. But the 
program is not officially sup- 
ported by any denomination, 
he said. 

“We gave them room and 
board and tuition,” he said, 
“and we never failed to carry 
out our obligation. They could 
come here with nothing and go 
to school.” 


Nothing was what most of 
them. came with, but all who 
were interviewed said they 
had been led to believe there 
would be plenty of opportunity 
to earn money in Chillicothe. 

Peter Lee, for seven years a 
lieutenant in the Korean Army 
and later a school teacher, who 
longed to get an education in 
the United States so he could 
do a better job of teaching in 
Korea, saw one of the school 
catalogues. 


“] had dreams of coming 


to the United States to 
study,” said the likable 
voung Korean in halting 


English. “I wrote to Colum- 
bia University in New York, 
but it was too expensive. 
Then someone told me about 
Belin and I wrote to them. 
They immediately sent me 
the bulletin and all the 
necessary documents. I 
could have a free _ scholar- 
ship and free room and 
board. I would work for my 
room and board.” 


Lee came to Chillicothe. 
What was his reaction? “It's 
a complicated story,” he said, 
“but the main thing is, this 
school isn’t accredited. I 
didn’t know that until I got 
here. I'm 26 years old and 
I hate to waste my time, but 
I had no money, so I stayed.” 


In a way Lee is glad all this 
happened because it has com- 
pelled him to take action he 
knew he should have taken, 
but he didn’t know how to be- 
gin. 

He worked in the school 
cafeteria. Theoretically  stu- 
dents can also work outside to 
make some money. But be- 
tween classes, work at the 
school and study hours, there 
is little time left and even if 
there were, he found, jobs in 
a town the size of Chillicothe 
are very few for students. 

“We've been cold, yes,” Lee 
said. “I don’t know what it was, 
they said something about the 
furnace being out of order. 
Maybe it was.” As for the 
meals, “Well, nobody starved,” 


“he said. 


Said Tommy Papaspyros: “I 
want to be a doctor and in 
Greece there are only two 
medical schools. It’s almost im- 
possible to get in. I thought I 
would come over here and take 
my pre.medic course and then 
go back.” 


Papaspyros said he heard 
about Belin University from 
a friend in Greece who showed 
him one of the bulletins. Tom- 
my wrote to Belin and was giv- 


* en a scholarship like Lee's, no 


questions asked. 
“But I want to be a doctor,” 


he said, “I wanted a pre-medic 
course. And after I got here I 
found they don’t even have 
chemistry and physics, both of 
which I have to have.” 


He, too, was dismayed to 
learn after he got here, that 
Belin is not an accredited 
school. But like his roommate, 
Lee, he had no money, could 
speak little English, and seeing 
no way out of the dilemma, let 
things drift and learned what 
he could. 


Ruby Carter and Flory Rob- 
ertson are both from Kingston, 
Jamaica, but they didn’t know 
each other until they met at 
Belin and became roommates. 

Miss Carter wants to be a 
missionary. “I was going to a 
good Bible school in Toronto,” 
she said, “and then a boy came 
there from Jamaica and he had 
a Belin catalogue someone in 
Kingston had given him. I 
looked at it, and I got the im- 
pression it was a much bigger 
school than it is. I had enough 
money saved for my tuition, 
which I paid, but I had to earn 
my room and board, and you 
have to have some money for 
incidental expenses. The cata-

there is no cash payment for 
jobs on the campus. The stu- 
dents have found there are no 
jobs in Chillicothe. 


“I didn’t know,” Miss Carter 
continued, “that the school was 


in a premature stage. I thought, 


from the bulletin, that it was a 


big, well-established university. 


I'm sympathetic with a school 
struggling to get started, but 
if I had known all I know 
now—.” 


Flory Robertson seemed sur- 
prised that the writer would 
ask how a girl in Jamaica 
would know about Belin Uni- 
versity in Chillicothe, Mo. “I'd 
heard of it often in Kingston,” 
she said. “It seemed to be well 
known there. Missionaries and 
people like that tell about it.” 


She wants to be a laboratory 
technician and is studying biol- 
ogy. She can get the subjects 
she wants in this, her first 
year, she said, but she’s not 
sure after that. Like the oth- 
ers, Miss Robertson didn't 
know until she got here that it 
was not an accredited school. 
Her family can send her money 
to come home. 


She has been offered a schol- 
arship to the University of Mis- 
souri, but after inquiries she 
feels her chances of earning 
room and board in Columbia 
are slim. 

What are the girls going to 
do and where are they going? 
Miss Robertson can go home if 
she has to, but Miss Carter has 
no money.

IN THE MEANTIME, Belin 
University is hanging by its 
financial fingertips. When Belin 
moved to Chillicothe, in Feb- 
ruary 1956, he, with the aid 
of two financiers from Louis- 
ville, Ky., and Dallas, Tex., ar- 
ranged for a $1,600,000 bond 
issue. The bonds were to have 
been sold, Belin said, to two 
large Texas insurance com- 
panies. 


But after the bonds had 
been issued, insurance scandals 
broke in Texas, The head of 
one of the companies which 
was supposed to have pur- 
chased the bonds for sale in 
Texas was convicted of embez- 
ziement. Since then, Belin said, 
he has. been unable to find out 
just who is holding the bonds. 
And he has received no money. 
In the meantime, the school 
has operated almost entirely on 
credit, running up debts of 
more than $200,000, for which 
it is being sued. 


The only income the school 
has now, Belin said, is in 
the form of donations from 


churches and individuals.

Attorney J. P. Morgan, 
representing the creditors, 
said it will be his position in 
bankruptcy court that since 
no actual cash was ever paid 
to the university for the 
bonds, the bond issue should 
be set aside to clear the way 
for settlement with creditors.

If the property fs sold to 
satisfy the creditors, Belin and 
his board of trustees may buy 
it. At a recent meeting of the 
board of trustees it was pro- 
posed by Belin (and approved 
by the board) that they orga- 
nize a new non-profit corpora- 
tion to be known as Belin Uni- 
versity. The new corporation 
would be a successor to Belin 
Memorial University. 

This new corporation would 
occupy the present campus, 
which it would lease from the 
present Belin University “at a 
very nominal rental unit” until 
such time as the new corpora- 
tion could acquire title to the 
property at a foreclosure sale. 

When that has been accom- 
Belin has further 
plans. After the new corpora- 
tion has been reorganized and 
credit re-established, Belin pro- 
posed that the corporation de- 
velop a retirement village for 
elderly people, “especially 
those who have devoted their 
lives to God's work and the 
a men.” It would be on 
the 75 acres which adjoin the 
campus and is part of the prop- 
erty. It would be a profit- 
making establishment, not a 
charity home. 

This, Belin pointed out to 
the trustees, can be done ufider 
Section 207 of the Federal 
Housing Act. All they need to 
do, he explained, is clear the 
title to the property. The 
money for the buildings would 
come from the Federal National 
Mortgage Association. .The mo- 
tion carried unanimously. 

In the meantime, Belin says, 
he is going to bend every effort 
to keep the school going. 
“We're all sacrificing together,” 
he said, “to hold together.”
